16. Commissioner’s Report:  Stefonek reported that Corre Engineering will have to do a title search on 11 titles rather than 10 
as originally believed.  Stefonek is working with WisDot on a 13 mile chip seal project between Price and Taylor Counties.  
In regards to the Highway Q reconstruct, Stefonek is working on measurements for the lift and will advertise for bids and 
bring back to the Committee.  Stefonek has not received any estimates of worth for the used patrol trucks yet. Oil 
specifications bids should be available at the next meeting. Updated lighting is needed for the Minocqua and Monico shops.  
Commissioner Stefonek reported he will be on vacation 2/15/17 to 2/18/17. 

 
17. Motion:  Holewinski/Paszak to get quotes for all culverts needed for 2017 construction and use the quote most 

advantageous to the County.  All ayes

19. Jolin reported that the DNR reports are coming along and that no further action or requests will be needed for the Non 

Compliance issue.  Jolin reported finding much confusion amongst the pharmacies as to how sharps donation money is 
collected and will work to get a quarterly system in place to ensure Oneida County gets paid the money due to them in order 
to help offset the bills for collection.
